The new cafe which has been added to the theater building is a 
model of beauty and completeness and is run on strictly high grade lines, 
catering only to the best but still at reasonable prices.

The Toledo Railways and Light Company have arranged new track¬ 
age and new car stations which will help materially in caring for the 
crowds. 

All of the concession holders have added to their holdings and the 
various devices of amusement have been overhauled, cleaned, painted and 
fixed up generally so that the Casino presents an entirely new appearance. 
Then, too, there have been added any number of amusement devices never 
before seen at the park, all of which go to make the promise of the man¬ 
agement easy to keep. 

That this will be the banner season is certain, and there is every¬ 
thing at the Park to make it such. 
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Toledo has always been known as a beautiful summer city and has 
only lacked but one essential to make it the ideal summer center for 
visitors—a first-class bathing beach. Visitors have always wondered how 
it was that, with the lake within almost a stone’s throw, the citizens were 
deprived of this great boon of summer enjoyment. 

Now, however, Toledo claims distinction of having the finest beach 
on fresh water—Toledo Beach, on the line of the Toledo, Ottawa Beach 
& Northern Company’s line, but seventeen miles from the center of the 
city and only an hour’s run. It sounds rather extravagant to say this is 
the finest beach on fresh water, but one visit will prove to any doubting 
ones that the statement is literally true. 

There is a stretch of three miles of solid sand, with a gradual slope 
to the water line and of such easy depth that children can wade out almost 
a thousand feet without danger. Arrangements have been made to care 



for almost a thousand people at one time at the Beach, a very commodious 
and handsome bathhouse having been erected, the largest in the state. 

The company has also provided a very large dance hall of the 
Colonial style of architecture and has also erected a fine restaurant where 
chicken and frog leg dinners can be secured at reasonable prices, and 
lunches as well. 

The grounds are especially adapted for campers and picknickers, who 
will be freely welcomed by the company at all times, no charges being 
made for such privileges. The ride from the city is one of the prettiest 
imaginable, taking the visitor past the Casino, over Ten Mile creek and 
through the famed Lotus beds in the marsh.

OHIO STATE ASYLUM is located at Detroit and Arlington 
Avenues. The grounds are magnificent and the buildings elegant 
and commodious.

HANNER’S FARM is located at Collingwood and Cherry, con¬ 
tains bowling alleys and theatre. Vaudeville afternoon and even¬ 
ing.

RIVER BELT DIVISION of the historic Maumee Valley. The 
charming views and historic spots that greet the passenger on a 
trip along the Maumee River, rightfully named the Hudson of the

required to make the trip. Cars start from the Interurban Station 
every twenty-six minutes, going out Broadway through a fine 
residence portion of the city, passing Walbridge Park, Country 
Club, the summer home of Toledo’s aristocracy, Children’s Home, 
with its large and beautiful buildings. 

FORT MIAMI, a place of historical interest, occupied by 
General Anthony Wayne when he defeated the Indians in the 
battle of Fallen Timbers, August 20th, 1794. 

MAUMEE, claimed by some authorities, to be derived from the 
French name “Au Miami,” stands on an elevation of 100 feet 
above the water level. Here was the scene of many skirmishes 
during the war of 1812. 

FORT MEIGS, the most important and imposing of the fortifi¬ 
cations of the Maumee Valley and the great northwest, was con¬ 
structed by General Harrison’s troops under the superintendency 
of Captain Wood, of the Engineers’ Corps, early in 1813. 

PERRYSBURG, half hidden by the luxuriant trees that line 
its broad avenues, was named to commemorate Perry’s great 
victory on Lake Erie. A monument has been erected at this place 
iri memory of the soldiers and sailors of the various wars of the 
nation. 

From Perrysburg the line continues along the banks of the 
Maumee through a beautiful woodland section to Rossford, where 
the Ford Plate Glass Works, the largest in the world, are located. 
From Rossford the line enters the city by the way of East Toledo 
and the Cherry Street' Bridge. The cost of this, one of the most 
beautiful of trips, is 25c.
